The. Syrians bombarded Israeli 
positions m the ‘northern sector of 
the bulge captured in the October 
‘War for nearly nine hours yester- 
day.

ways opposed military moves by 
Egypt following the Soviet-American 
detente. 

Sadat gaid that Egypt's relations 
with the Soviet Union, which had 
been marked by occasional periods 
of tensions since 1971, Ὥρα improved 
slightly in February last year. He 
revealed that by that time he had 
decided to renew — the following 
month — a five-year treaty with 
Moscow which provided the Russians 
with certain facilities at Egypt's 
Mediterranean ports. He stressed, 
however, that the treaty. did not 
provide the Russians with any bases. 

Sadat said he had taken the deci- 
sion to go to war in April 1973. 

The Egyptian President was 
speaking at a students’ conference 
in Alexandria. His 2%-hour speech 
did mot contain any of the sensa- 
tional statements which Cairo news 
media had predicted. 

Sadat spent most of his speech 
readmg excerpts from a “working 
paper” for action on the domestic

Preserit to the forthcoming parlia- 
mentary seasion. 

The Egyptian President made no 
mention of current Middle East is- 
sues, such ag the situation on the 
Syrian front. Neither did he mention 
the issue of the additional Hgyp- 
tian which Cairo was re- 
ported to ‘be withdrawing from the 
eastern bank of the Suez Canal. 

The Egyptian President appeared

Nixon owes $476,431 


in back taxes, mterest 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — Presi- 
dent Nixon and his wife, Pat, owe 
the government at least $476,431 
back taxes and interest for 
through 1972, the staff of 
a Joint Congressional Committee 
said yesterday. Σ 

A staff report, which ran 1784 
Printed pages, stressed the commit- 
tee was drawing no conclusions as 
to “whether there was or whether 
there was not fraud or us in- 
νοϊνεᾶ in any aspect” of the suspect 
tax returns, either on the part of the 
President or his personal represen- 
tatives. i 

‘The staff believes that it would 
be inappropriate to consider such 
matters in view of the fact that the 
House Judiciary Committee pre- 
sently has before it an impeachment 
investigation relating to the ‘Presi- 
dent,” the staff report said. 

The report sald members of the 
Joint Committee on Internal Reve- 
nue Taxation, which undertook. the 
tax study at Nixon's request in 
December, may have to pass judg- 
ment on impeachment and so “would 
not want to have pre-judged any 
issue which might be brought in any 
such proteedings.” 

The report, made public on a 3-1 
vote of the committee, reco: 
the Nixons be assessed $444,022 in 
back taxes for 1969 through 1972, his 
first term in the White House, plus 
interest of $32,409 for 1970 through 
1972. ε 

The committee recommended 10 


interest for 1969 since the statute 
of limitations has expired on that 
year, but added that if Nixon volun- 
tarily chose to pay the interest, the 
amount: would be $40,732 for that 
year. 

If Nixon agrees to pay the re- 
commended assessment, he and his 
wife would owe the government a 
total of $517,203. 

“The staff, in any case, believes it 
should be emphasized that this is 
@ report only. It is not a demand for 
Payment of taxes. Any tax payment 
is @ matter for consideration by the 
taxpayer and the Internal Revenue 
Service,” the report said. 

Nixon pledged in December he 
would abide by any committee de- 
cision, but presidential spokesmen on 
Tuesday declined to restate that 
Pledge, perhaps indicating the Pre- 
sident and his tax lawyers intend to 
fight the case im court. 


The staff concluded that Nixon's 
deduction of $482,018 for his gift 
to the National Archives of his vice 
presidential papers “should not... 
be allowed” because it was made 
after the July 25, 1969 deadline set 
by Congress after which no such 
deductions could be claimed. 

The report said the Nixons should 
have reported a $117,836 profit on 
the 1970 sale of land at their San 
Clemente, California, estate, and 
should have reported a $151,848 ca- 
pital gain on the sele of their New 
York City apartment in 1969.

The dangers of asbestos 


‘Toth Editor of The Jornsalam Post 

Sir, — Asbestos dust in the air we 
breathe enters our iungs and stays 
there, Workers at asbestos plants are 
almost certain to die of asbestosis 
(chronic and severe scarring of the 
Jungs) or lung cancer or some other 
form of cancer depending where the 
asbestos fibres settle. Workers in ail 
branches of the building trade who 
handle ashestos products or even come 
near them run a serious riak of con- 


tracting fatal hung disease. It is not . 


necessary to inhale large quantities of 
asbestos dust before the danger level ia 
reached. Small amounts of the minute 
particles of dust can lodge in one's 
body and produce malignant tumours 
20 years later. 

I first became aware of the dangers 
of asbestos dust during a brief stay as a 
volunteer worker on 8. kibbutz. One of 
the tasks assigned to me was to 
potatoes into large sacks that were 
covered in asbestos fibres. I complain- 
ed loudly about the and when 
no one seemed to do about it, I 
carried on complaining until I was 
moved to another secton of the packing 
plant where I had to sort potatoes 
before conveyor belts dropped them 
into the asbestos sacks. As it was an 
outdoor packing plant, the wind must 
have blown asbestos dust ali over the 
place. 

Attempts to find satisfactory 
answers for myself led to barriers of 
classic bureaucratic buck-passing and 
evasiveness, It will not do, surely, to 
dismiss the matter as one official tried 
to, by pointing out that there is only one 
importer of asbestos fibre In the coun- 
try and that he uses a hermetically 
sealed procesa which doesn't release 
any dust. If the bags used to transport 
asbestos are used again, there is bound 
to be dust. Also, loading and off-loading 
the bags must create problems. 

I was also told that no one has died of 
asbestos-produced disease in this coun- 
try. Even if this is correct, which I de 
not accept — how do they know? Have
